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1» Although the Chinese Conmunlsts at first antagonized many of the minority 
racial groups ’by neglecting their problems and destroying property, the 
Communists are now attempting to gain the support of these groups fey risking 
gifts of food | sending good-will missions* and arranging for the minority 
grouns to have some degree of self-government* 

2» When the Chigoe C onanists gained control in northern Kvangtung, the lao 

people in Llehnan Hslen showed acuta antagonism to the ' Nationalist officials^ 
by attacking small groups' of Rationalist soldiers and by furnishing infoneation 
to the Consmmists* The lao people then sent a delegation of more then 100 
representatives to the Communist hslen government with a petition asking for 
the fasten magistrate to go to the Xao area in order to understand tha local 
problems and to correct the long-standing wrongs. The Conssunist Government 
sent the delegation home empty handed* 

X As a result* when Nationalist agents and guerrilla bands moved inty the area* 
they were unopposed in establishing an anti-C onmmnist fes.se and expanding 
through the hills of Liean&n Helen. When the Communist hsien govermen t sent 
men and cadres into the hills to investigate* they were eunmarlly killed fey 
the guerrillas and the co-cperatihg tribesmen* In April 1950 some troops were 
sent into the hills end for about two months the guerrillas suffered numerous 
casualties* However, tionnan Hsien and the sanrouadlng mountainous areas 
still harbor a considerable number of shifting groups of anti-doranwnist 
forces » 

4* In Hwangs 1 there are about 40,000 primitive inhabitants of the Tao type. 

Their hills* which cover the Helens cf Kweip* ing, PUngnian, Tong, Wuhsuan, 
Hsiang, Mengshan, Hsiujen, and Ghaop'lng, have harbored consideiTible 
guerrilla activity,. For about 0x months prior to February .1951 several 
Chinese ConsKUpist divisions fought these guerrillas, but there are still 
about 30,000 guerrillas active fax the district.
